COPPER SECURED 
FROM TIN CANS 


PHOENIX, Ariz., 
July 
28.—The 
business Cf “turning tin cans into 
copper,'’* as the process is popularly 
described, is reaching large propor­ 
tions in Arizona. 
The process, which actually con­ 
sists in recovering copper from w at­ 
er through the use of scrap iron, 
which displaces the copper in solu­ 
tion, is by no means n e” , but has 
been extended and improved in re­ 
cent years so that several hundred 
carloads of tin cans, as well as large 
quantities of scrap iron, are now 
shipped to Arizona m ining centers 
each year. 
At m ost of the mining centers in 
the state the process is subordinate 
to mhin mining operations, 
being 
used m erely to extract the conner 
from w ater seepage 
pumped 
from 
’the mines. 
This w ater contains a 
small quantity of copper, less than 
two-tenths of one percent, in solu­ 
tion. 
The w ater is 
run 
through 
sluices "where crap iron 
has 
been 
placed. 
P a rt of the iron goes into 


solution and the copper is deposited 
in the bottom of the sluices a id is 
collected at intervals. 
The process 
is valuable principally on account 
of the low expense involved. 
At Ajo, a mining camp in the 
southw estern part of the state, the 
principle has been extended and the 
scrap iron method is used as one 
step In the electrolytic process of 
extracting copper 
from ore. 
The 
process, according to mining men, is 
not confined to Arizona mines but 
is also used in M ontana and Utah. 
Since the object is to get scrap 
iron with as much surface as possi­ 
ble In proportion to Ps weight, tin 
cans, which are actually made 
of 
iron and not tin, answ er the purpose 
admirably. 
Most of the tin cans are shipped 
in from Arizona and Southern Cali­ 
fornia cities, although 
some 
ship­ 
m ents are also made from eastern 
states.

—Citizens of Afghanistan, in their 
effort to become modern, have estab 
lished a radio station of Kabul. This 
follows the opening of the first tele­ 
graphic communication between Af- 
ganistan and India. 
There is now a 
telephone line from Kabul to Kanda­ 
har, and it is possible to travel by 
j automobile between these cities. 
Since the abolition of slavery 
in 
January of 1921, great strides have 
been made in education in Afganis- 
tan. 
There is a new boys* school, 
caring for 150 youngsters under 12 
years of age, and a school for wom­ 
en, both at Kabul, and several pri­ 
mary schools have been set up in 
the provinces.

.Missouri’s 
best 
known horticulturists, is home from 
a visit to the great apple and fruit 
growing section at and about Moun­ 
tain Grove, Mo., at which place a 
fruit growers meeting was held on 
Tuesday, July 24. 
For this gathering w'hich attract­ 
ed horticulturists from a wide area, 
the Missouri State Horticulture so­ 
ciety and the departm ent of agri­ 
culture of the 'Frisco railway coop­ 
erated in the program presented at 
the state fruit experiment station. 
This was followed by a two days' 
tour of extensive orchards in that 
part of the state including the fam­ 
ous orchard of Dr. E. L. Beal at Re­ 
public, Mo. 
Dr. Beal has 180 acres 
in fruit trees, and in 1919 from 16 
acres sold his apple crop of York 
Imperials for $35,000. 
During the sessions a banquet was 
tendered 
the 
fruit 
growers 
at 
Springfield, Mo., but Mr. Thomson 
being on a side trip was unable to 
be present. 
The orchard visting party 
spent 
some time at Cedar Gap and also 
visited Seymour, Mo., where 
the 
Immense sheds are located for grad­ 
ing and shipping purposes. 
Numerous topics were ably 
dis­ 
cussed during the sessions all bear­ 
ing en fruit culture, from blossom 
time until it was ready for m arket­ 
ing. 
Care of trees and 
spraying 
were also emphasized as necessary

FLYERS PERPLEXED 
AT FORCED LANDINGS 


TARIS, 
July 
28.—A 
startling 
theory has been propounded to 
ac­ 
count for the number of air planes 
belonging to the Paris-Prague ser­ 
vice which have fallen in German 
territory. 
It is said and believed by many 
officers of the French air service in 
the Rhineland and the Ruhr that the 
Germans have discovered a means 
of stopping the action of the mag­ 
neto of airplanes in flight. The Ger­ 
mans are credited with first having 
found a way in Berlin to stop auto­ 
mobiles within a specified area and 
the French believe they have ap­ 
plied the method to airplanes. 
The pilots and passengers forced 
to land are allowed to go free but 


the plane and the freight it may be 
carying are confiscated, the machine 
being, according to French reports, 
sawed to pieces. 
Since January I Germany has re­ 
gained tho liberty of the air, so far 
as civil aviation is concerned, under 
the Versailles treaty, but they are 
unable to prevent foreign military 
planes from flying over German ter­ 
ritory . 
And since the occupation of the 
Ruhr began they have refused to 
supply any weather reports which 
are so necessary to successful oper­ 
ation of the air services. 
Recently 
the Germans served notice that no 
airplanes would be allowed to cross 
their territory to attend the aviation 
meeting at Gothenburg, Sweden, so 
that France has decided to be repre­ 
sented by a squadrilla of navy water 
planes. 
The Franco-Rumanian commercial 
company, which runs the Paris-Pra­ 
gue service, has lost l l machines 
which were forced to land, mostly 
in Bavaria. 
The company says 450 
machines have been in 
use since 
Februray. 
Every 
case 
of 
forced 
landing has been investigated and 
the reason found to be generally me­ 
chanical. therefore, they are not in­ 


clined to believe the magneto-lnter- 
ference theory. The under secretary 
of state for aeronautics also doubts 
the theory but is unwilling to 
de­ 
clare it groundless, as he is aware 
the Germans 
are 
di^ng 
research 
work along such lines.

HARRISON, 
Ark., July 29.—With 
sails set due south the merry crew 
from 
Missouri’s “News hound fac­ 
tory’’ University of Missouri, crossed 
the imaginary dividing line between 
the Missouri and Arkansas land of 
Ozarkia. Into the land made famous 
or infamous by the “Slow Train,” 
“Arkansaw Traveler/* 
and 
“razor- 
back hog/’ without a hog in sight, 
express trains whizzing across the 
state, 
and 
“Arkansas 
Travelers*’ 
from a dozen states heading for the 
resort regions of Northwestern Ark­ 
ansas. 
Whether It is Southwest Missouri or 
Northwest Arkansas there is a bond 
of union between the people of the 
two districts which binds them into 
what may be termed a separate state 
of Ozarkia. They face the same prob­ 
lems in community life, development 
of the soil, promotion of education, 
and every other problem which con­ 
front a district of 
the 
same 
geo­ 
graphic and geological composition. 
Through 
Sulphur 
Springs, 
just 
across the line, a popular summer re­ 
sort with its pretty Mountain View 
Hotel, lake, springs, and dance pavil­ 
ion, a short distance further south 
takes the traveler out of the resort 
district 
into 
a section devoted 
to 
more material things. 
The hills are 
not as pronounced. More timber land 
has been cleared and the section is 
given over to diversified farming and 
is on the outskirts of the great apple 
producing region of Benton county, 
Ark. 
Ten miles from the northern bord­ 
er of the state, Decatur, a forming 
community of 800 people, Is the ship­ 
ping point for farmers of the imme­ 
diate district. 
In no other region of 
this northwest section is diversified 
farming better illustrated. 
The real 
money crops are fruit, oats, corn, 
hay, cattle and poultry, which are 
raised extensively. 
The first crop of the season to 
mature is the berry crop. This year 
sixty-five carloads 
of 
strawberries 
were shipped from Decatur. 
Other 
berry crops next to come in were 
blackberries and raspberries. Locat­ 
ed in Decatur is a canning factory 
which last year canned for shipment 
eleven cars of blackberries. 
About 
fifteen cars of peaches will be ship­ 
ped, but the big apple crop will not 
cr. There is also a wide diversifica­ 
tion in 
the raising 
of 
vegetables 
throughout this district, 
which 
is 
found particularly in beans and toma­ 
toes. 
In the immediate vicinity of 
Decatur there are 300 acres of land 
planted in beans. 
A goodly share of the wealth of the 
district is from the bean crop. 
The 
shipping report for 1922 shows that 
22,000 hampers of beans were ship­ 
ped out at a return of $43,536, while 
while eighty-five carloads of 
apples 
netted $31,200. 
This district within 
a radius of five miles of Decatur also 
shipped $582„514 in stock, 
poultry 
and dairy products while the total 
sum of fruits, vegetables and berries 
shipped out was $187,350. 
E. N. Plank, formerly of St. Louis, 
is one of the most prominent farmers 
of this region. 
Ile possesses 1,500 
acres of land a mile south of Decatur 
upon whice he raises 
stock, 
milk 
cows, vegetables, berries and fruit. 
His bean crop is the largest in the 
district. When Mr. Plank first moved 
to Arkansas his tract of land was 
timbered, and it was necessary for 
him to clear it all before it could be 
cultivated. 
Fifteen miles farther south, Siloam 
Springs, a 
larger 
community, 
of 
many springs and places of natural 
beauty, is another center of culture 
and marketing for the agricultural 
istricts. 
Four miles south of Siloam 
Springs is Gypsy Camp, on the Illin­ 
ois River, a camp and summer school 
for girls. 
Traveling northeast to Bentonville, 
on the excellent hard surfaced Bella 
Vista Drive, sections of uncultivated 
land disappear, and 
there 
is 
less 
acreage planted in vegetables 
and 
grains as the heart of the greatest 
apple producing district in the world 
is penetrated. 
With a population of 
3,000, Bentonville, industrial only in

connection with the farm eros, has 
a vinegar plant and apple evaporator. 
Twelve miles southeast of Benton­ 
ville at the 
summit of 
the 
Ozark 
Mountains, and eleven miles south of 
the Missouri line, is Rogers, Ark., 
which has a population of 3250. Es­ 
tablished in 1881 at the time the 
’Frisco railroad was 
built 
through 
Arkansas, the population is largely 
of the younger generation. 
Rogers claims the distinction of 
being the most modern and progres­ 
sive town in the state of Arkansas. 
The claim to this distinction is made 
through the work of the towns civic 
organizations and public spirited citi­ 
zens. 
Instrumental in the civic de­ 
velopment of Rogers is the Woman’s 
Progressive Club 
an 
organization 
composed of a union of all women’s 
organizations of the community. Also 
the Commercial 
Club 
and 
Rotary 
Club working for the development of 
Rogers, has made the town one of 
new and thoroughly modern public 
buildings. As an example of the work 
accomplished, the town has a Com­ 
munity Club building, Mutual 
Aid 
Building, a fine high school and pub­ 
lic schools. 
One of the finest post 
oifices in the state is located here. 
The town has a public park of beauti­ 
ful design which has been built en­ 
tirely by the Woman’s Progressive 
Club. No better example of the pub­ 
lic spirit of the citizens can be found 
than in the problem of community 
and club luncheons. 
The ladies of 
the Progressive Club serve the reg­ 
ular luncheons for the Commercial 
Club and Rotary Club. 
For a fifty 
cent luncheon the men pay seventy 
five cents which nets the ladies a 
profit of thirty-five cents upon each 
plate. This money is turned into the 
treasury to be used for future im­ 
provements of the town . 
Located in the heart of the apple 
growing region, Rogers has the lar­ 
gest vinegar plant in the world with 
a capacity of 2.000,000 gallons yearly. 
It also has large apple 
evaporators 
and cooperage houses, and Is the lar­ 
gest shipping point in Benton county. 
Benton county leads 
the 
United 
States in the growing of apples, and 
this year has 48,000 acres of apple 
trees, while there are many other 
orchards just maturing to the fruit 
bearing stage. 
“The apple has been 
a primary factor in the development 
of the country,” said Jay B. Iden, cor­ 
respondent for the Country Gentle­ 
man. It has bound the people to the

soil. 
The country is a natural one 
for the growing of this fruit contain­ 
ing the right kind of soil, the right, 
altitude and the right climatic con­ 
ditions. 
When one considers that it 
takes approximately eighteen years 
to grow an apple orchard, one can 
realize the binding influence. Many 
of our orchards have been started 
and during their 
growth 
persons 
have been born and others have died. 
Sons have taken their fathers work. 
During the development the young [ 
trees must be taken care of and in J 
order to make a livlihood until the 
orchard begins to bear other crops 
must be planted between the row’s of 
trees . 
New orchards are coming in a1! the 
time, and to date 
Benton 
county 
ships 
approximately 
Jo, OOO, OOO 
in 
apples yearly, with a possibility that 
this years figure will be much larg­ 
er.” 
“Benton scounty schools are the 
finest in Arkansas/’ according to W. 
F. B. Batjer, prominent apple farm­ 
er. “Benton county has forty schools 
of which eighteen have high school 
courses. 
During the past two years 
with educational standards of schools 
raising, Benton county people by self 
assessment doubled their school tax' 
Ho improve their schools and keep; 
them in the accredited lists. If every 
other district in Arkansas had the 
fine schools of Benton county, there 
would be no need of the State rank­ 
ing forty-sixth in the Union in educa­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Batjer also spoke of the grape 
and poultry industry 
In 
northwest 
Arkansas. He ranks poultry raising 
next in importance to fruit raising. 
“Our poultry is not as apparent to 
the traveler as our other crops for 
the chickens come from ‘back in the 
hills. *” He gave an example of one 
large poultry farm In the county, lo­ 
cated away from the railroad which 
utilizes motor truck 
transportation 
and last summer brought to market 
8,000 pounds of capons. Poultry rais­ 
ing Is becoming more prominent and 
during the season when the sale of 
poultry produce is most active Rog­ 
ers alone pays out $2,000 a day for 
poultry and eggs. 
Last year Rogers 
shipped $350,000 in 
poultry 
which 
Washington county shipped some 13,- 
000,000 dozen of eggs.

The 
promoter 
announced 
that 
when he had constructed new stands 
around the ring which will be erect­ 
ed on the Giants’ 
home diamond, 
80,00 persons would be able to wit­ 
ness the battle. 
Rickard estimated 
that 
more 
than 
90,000 
persons 
watched the Dempsey-Carpentier go 
and more than 100,000 the Willard- 
Firpo fight. 
Tickets will .ange from $3 to $25 
about half the price that Rickard 


collected on the pasteboards for the 
Dempsey-Carpentier 
bout. 
Since 
that famous “battle of the century” 
Jersey has passed a law fixing $15 
as the maximum price—which may 
have been no small factor In bring­ 
ing the present bout across the Hud­ 
son.

CHEAPER PETROL TO 
BRITISH MOTORISTS 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 28.—British motor­ 
ists are riding around wreathed in 
smiles these days because the era of 
cheap petrol has arrived, the recent 
reductions in the cost of gasoline 
having brought the price of that com­ 
modity practically 
to the 
pre-war 
level. 
That isn’t all, however. 
An 
additional cause for joy is ail how­ 
ever. 
An additional excuse tor Joy 
is found in the fact that a pint of 
petrol gives more mileage In 1923 
than it did in 1914, owing to the 
greater development of carburation, 
engine details, and ignition appara­ 
tus. 
Motor cars generally are being 
built lighter for the same carrying 
capacity and the owners have to use 
less lubricating oil for the machin­ 
ery. 
The oil also is obtainable for 
less money than in 1914 and, with 
tires about one-third 
their pre-war 
prices, it nowT i i possible for small 
salaried men to enjoy the pleasure of 
motoring hitherto available only to 
the well-to-do.

NEGRO MIGRATION. 


From the New York Times. 
In an effort to prevent the exodus of ne­ 
groes from the south, Georgia is consider­ 
ing legislation 
which 
would 
make it a 
felony for any person or company to solicit 
labor in Georgia for any other state. The 
same object is being sought in Alabama by 
taxing labor agents $5,000 for every coun­ 
ty in Alabama in which they seek to “lure’* 
labor for other states. Elsewhere, notably 
in South Carolina, Virginia and North Caro­ 
lina, fines have been imposed upon labor 
agents getting negroes away. 
While it is 
thus clear that the entire south is at least 
awake to the danger which threatens its 
economic life, it is increasingly doubtful 
whether the methods proposed to deal with 
this problem are either wise of effective. 
Fines may deter a number of solicitors. 
High taxes may limit the activities of oth­ 
ers. 
But a law making it a felony to en­ 
courage laborers to leave the state not only 
is of doubtful constitutionality, but can be 
so readily circumvented as to be of little 
practical use. It strikes at a result rather 
than at a cause. 
The real solution lies in 
removing the incentive to migrate. . 
. 
. 
It is generally recognized that, while 
higher wages have been the principal bait 
with which the negroes have been induced 
to go north, there have been other reasons 
of a deeper sort which have had a great 
influence. 
These include the hope of bet­ 
ter social conditions, of better educational 
facilities for children, of better health and 
sanitary arrangements both in work and at 
home, and of better prospects for the am­ 
bitious. 
. . . 
To keep 
the 
negro at 
home can be affected by improving his con­ 
dition rather than by legislating against his 
going. In other words, by removing those 
factors which 
at present incite 
him to 
leave, much more can be done than by pun­ 
ishing those who help him on his journey. 
In various important southern centers the 
truth of this is being realized, and even 
such organizations as local Chambers of 
Commerce have recommended acting ac­ 
cordingly, and urge giving the negro bet­ 
ter protection, improving his schools, and 
helping him rather than seeking to keep 
him down. The south wants the negro, 
and, given equal treatment, the negro pre­ 
fers the south. 
Unless he receives this, 
however, no legislation nor fines nor at­ 
tempts to prevent his learning where there 
i3 a labor market will stop his migrating.

LONDON, July 28.—Europeans en­ 
tertain curious notions about life in 
the United States. 
Many of them 
get their impressions from American 
moving pictures, which feature train 
robberies, bank hold-ups, social scan­ 
dals, shooting affrays, exciting auto-1 
„ mobile episodes, and other equally 
sensational things. 
“From 
personal 
observation 
of 
American films in British cinemas," 
Bays a writer in the London Evening 
News, "we reach the conclusion that 
America is a large country entirely 
surrounded by sin and sentiment. It 
is inhabited in the east by unscrup- 
lous, but enormously successful, busi­ 
ness men, who devote their nights to 
squandering 
in cabarets 
their ill- 
gotten gains of the day before. 
In 
the west the bad men rob stage­ 
coaches and banks, shoot sheriffs and 
their partners in crime, and spend a 
good deal of 
time 
rolling on the 
ground in attem pts 
to gouge each 
other’s eyes out. 
"The north is peopled by bearded 
scoundrels, who go there to escape 
from the law, to steal mining claims, 
and to menace lonely 
girls 
snow- 
‘ bound in log cabins. 
The south is 
notable for cacti, sand, and half- 
L reeds. The last-named are no par­ 
ticular vice. They are just bad. 
"The rich women of the east are 
notable for the scantiness of their 
costumes, their uncharitable attitude 
x 
towards other women, and for their 
remarkable bedrooms. These are of 
enormous size, elaborately decorated, 
have at least one telephone, and an 
easy way of egress for heroines and 
ingress for heroes. 
"Sometimes the villain uses one of 
these entrances, and then the heroine 
... throws a lamp at him and rings up 
the hero, who was lying awake wait­ 
ing for the call." 
"He dashes round in pajamas and 
an automobile to her rescue just in 
time to wake up the household and 
be covered with suspicion. 
"In the west and the south very 
little work is done. The men of the 
town hang around the ‘store" all day 
long In case they are wanted for a 
fight, and the women gossip over 
gates so as to be ready to run into 
the road and 
welcome 
home 
the 
blood-stained hero. 
"America must be an awfully in­ 
teresting place to live in; only few 
of us 
invertebrate 
Britons 
could 
stand the strain of such an exciting 
life. It isn’t so much the amount of 
work the Americans do as the sud­ 
denness with which they do things, 
that must tell on them in time. For­ 
tunes are made and homes ruined in 
America on the screen in less time 
than the average Englishman takes 
to eat his breakfast.

SHUTDOWN IN OIL 
FIELDS APPROVED 


CHICAGO, 111., July 2S.—Plans for 
a complete shut-down 
of the 
Mid- 
Continent oil fields for the 
entire 
month of August were unanimously 
approved yesterday by 
representa­ 
tives of twenty-five of the largest 
producing companies in the teritory, 
meeting here at the call of the West 
ern Petroleum Refiner’s Association, 
the American Oil Men’s Association 
and the National Petroleum Market­ 
ers' Association. 
The refinery capacity of the terri­ 
tory is approximately 750,000 barrels 
of crude daily, a large portion of 
which has 
been 
inoperative 
for 
many weeks because of the endless 
flood of California crude into the nor 
mal markets of the 
Mid-Continent 
producers. 
An explanation of the 
readjusts 
ment in the American oil industry 
which brought about the action was 
offered by President E. M. Marland 
of the Marland Oil Company, who 
urged public support of the move as 
one necessary to conserve the na­ 
tion’s oil resources during the pres­ 
ent period of over-production,

MOLDED DESSERTS 


TUT OLDED desserts which can be 
prepared the day before are a 
great boon to the busy housewife 
who has a family to feed, keep cool 
and contented In hot weather. 
The following is a dessert which 
may take the place of ice cream, is 
rich In nutriment and may be made 
and put in the ice box, leaving the 
•.satisfied feeling of a good dish 
[ready for the next day’s meal. 
The recipe may be stretched or 
cut down, depending upon the size 
of the family to be served. It is a 
basis for any number of flavors and 
combinations, making each dessert 
quito different. 
Take one-half pound of sweet 
fresh butter, soften it to cream with 
a wooden spoon. 
When creamy 
add gradually one cupful of confec­ 
tioner’s sugar a little at a time 
until all is added. When thoroughly 
blended add the yolks of six eggs 
one at a time, beating the mixture 
well after each addition. Now add 
the desired flavoring and fold in 
the stiflly beaten egg whites. The 
mixture is now ready for the molds. 
Cover the bottom of a mold or line 
It with lady fingers and fill with 
the cream mixture. 
Set away In 
the Ice chest for 24 hours when it 
will be ready to serve. 
A brick mold or a bread pan may 
be used. Put a slice of sponge cake f 
half an inch thick in the bottom, 
then cover with a layer of the 
cream and another layer of cake, 
• finish with either cake or cream 
and set away to mold. 
Bitter 
chocolate 
melted 
over 
water may be stirred Into the cream 
for flavor; or caramel or maple 
may be used, grated macaroons or 
drained and chopped fruit. A cup­ 
ful of grated pineapple drained of 
Its Juice makes a delicious flavor. 
Mashed banana, adding one-third of 
a cupful to the dessert and a few 
maraschino 
cherries, 
which add 
color as well as flavor, makes 
another variety. All of these may 
be garnished with a little whipped 
cream piped around the mold. The 
cream Is unsweetened. 


Dispute Is Dismissed. 
CHICAGO, July 
28.—The wage 
dispute between eighteen short line 
railroads and eighteen railroad un­ 
ion organizations representing 
the 
workers on thes~ carriers, was dis­ 
missed by the United States Rail­ 
road 
Labor 
Board 
in a decision 
handed down yesterday. 
The board's decision recited that 
due to the varying work under vary 
ing conditions by the 4000 employes 
on the carriers, it was found imprac­ 
ticable to decide the wage dispute 
on the evidence offered. The board 
cautioned the carriers in the dispute 
not to reduce the pay of their em­ 
ployes or change the working rules 
until the m atter had been handled 
by representatives of the employes 
and in case of failure to agree, had 
been brought before the labor board 
in accordance with the transporta­ 
tion act. 
The carriers, parties of the dis­ 
pute, Include the Gulf, 
Texas and 
Western Railway Company and the 
Texas. Oklahoma and Eastern Rail­ 
road Company. 
The adjudication of working rules 
and an increase averaging 6 cents 
an hour in the rate of pay for teleg­ 
raphers on thirty railroads, was ask 


ed today by E. J. Manlon, president 
of tha Order of Railroad Telegraph­ 
ers, at the hearing before the labor 
board. 
Manlon requested that the board 
establish the increase of 6 cents an 
hour or restore the post-war acale 
of the telegraphers. 
Tie said the 
present average wage of 
the tele­ 
graphers was 60 cents an hour. 
In addition to the wage increase 
the board is asked to Interpret the 
present working rules, which Man- 
ion charged the railroads with vio­ 
lating by placing different interpre­ 
tations on them.
